WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
farces yesterday readied to 
strike Syria as the West in¬ 
sisted iks goal was not regime 
change but to punish the Assad 
government for unleashing 
chemical warfare on civilians. 

The White House sad there 
was "no doubt" that President 
Basilar al-Assad's forces were 
to blame for an attack which 
killed hundreds a f Syrians last 
week and promised to provide 
declassified evidence tins 
week to prove it. 

With military action seen as 
a near certainty and expected 
viithin days, Syria vehemently 
vowed to defend itself with 


SAN FRANCISCO (AFP) -

"We are prepared We have 
moved assets in place to be 
able to fulfil and comply with 


whatever option the president 
wishes to take," Hagel said 
"We are ready to go, like that." 

Analysts expect to see 
cruise missiles launched from 
US and allied submarines, 
ships and possibly planes, fir¬ 
ing into Syria from outside its 
waters and airspace 

US allies like Britain and 
France could also be involved 
The White House said that 
any US action would be to de¬ 
fend the principle that chemi¬ 
cal weapons should not be 
used -- and would not aim to 
topple Assad, despite previous 
calls for hnn to go.

“1 want to make dear that the 
options; that we are considering 
are not about, regime change," 
said Obama's spokesman Jay 
Carney. He said that claims 
that it was unclear who fired 
the weapons or that Syrian 
rebels could be responsible 
were “preposterous." 

It was undeniable that 
chemical weapons were used, 
that the Syrian regime has cus¬ 
tody of the country's chemical 
arsenal and that it used die type 
of rockets hearing the murde¬ 
rous payload in last Wednes¬ 
day's attack, he said. 

Carney added that a declas¬ 
sified version of a US intelli¬ 
gence investigation into the 
attack would he released tins 
week. He refused to say 
whether Washington would 
seek a UN Security Council 
mandate for action, despite the 
likelihood of a Russian veto. 

A Syrian campaign is ex¬ 
pected to be limited m scope, 
likely to last only several days 
and i .0 target military sites but 
not die chemical weapons 
stocks themselves, sources in 
Washington said. 

An opposition Syrian Na¬ 
tional Coalition official said in 
Beirut that the group expects a 


Western military intervention 
within days and has been con¬ 
sulted over targets 

"It's a question of days and 
not weeks," said Ahmad Ra¬ 
madan, adding that "there have 
been meetings between the 
Coalition, the (rebel) Free Syr¬ 
ian Army and allied countries 
during which possible targets 
have been discussed." 

They included airports, mi¬ 
litary bases and arms depots, 
he said 

During a defiant news con¬ 
ference earlier yesterday, Syria 
Foreign Minister Walid 
Muallem said Damascus 
would defend itself. 

"We have two options: ei¬ 
ther to surrender, or to defend 
ourselves with the means at 
our disposal," he said. "The 
second choice is the best We 
will defend ourselves." 

US allies kept up a coordi¬ 
nated push for action 

In London, Rime Minister 
David Cameron recalled par¬ 
liament to discuss the crisis 
and said Syria’s use of chemi¬ 
cal weapons was "morally in¬ 
defensible " 

His deputy Nick Clegg 
echoed US assurances about 
not seeking regime change

Several of 
these young people later got 
important jobs in the commu¬ 
nity.

In 1936 the young people of 
Amba received anew status as 
a result of the Status Aparte of 
Amba. to 1996 the govern¬ 
ment of Aruba decided to sus¬ 
pend the obligation to join the 


nnlitaiy service. As of 
1996 young people can 
join the military service 
on a voluntary basts. 

Td commemorate the 
50 years Camarada- 
Aruba is organizing spe¬ 
cial activities for those 
who complied with 
obligatory military serv¬ 
ice and served our coun¬ 
try during die years 
1963 to 2013. These ac¬ 
tivities will be held on 
Saturday, August 31st.

Ten Fatal Sales Mistakes 
Business must Avoid 


One of the best tilings about 
sales is that it is a skill that can 
be learned by practically any¬ 
one. True, there are some peo¬ 
ple we consider “natural" 
s al e sin en/worn en Mo st o f the 
rest of us must learn the 
skill of selling. We must 
be continuously working 
at becoming better at the 
] ob o f selling . .improving 
our skill! 

My observations reveal 
that many businesses 
make a bundle of horrible 
mistakes in their sales 
practices. I walk into a 
business and within min¬ 
utes I can single out the 
mistakes they are making. 
Sometimes these mistakes 
are so evident I ask myself, 
how come the owners, man¬ 
agers don't see them and cor¬ 
rect them .i t would mak e a bi g 
difference in their bottom line 
if they did. I remember one 
business m particular; the blun¬ 
ders were so horrible, and I de¬ 
cided I don’t want to do 
business there again 

Obviously, it is imperative 
that businesses avoid die sales 
mistakes so prevalent today 
They need to sharpen their 
sales skills., each employee 
ought to be professionally 
trained in sales skills Let me 
identify 10 of the most preva¬ 
lent sales mistakes businesses 
make 

A. Emphasizing pr oduct 
rather than customer. 

Tire mentality that... L i 
have a product 1 need to sell to 


tins customer "...is what I call 
mediocre sales thinking The 
best sales mentality is rather. 
“I have this customer, now 1 
need to find out how my pro¬ 
duct can help him." 


B, Urging trying to con¬ 
vince. If you talk convince, a 
customer into buying your 
product once, you will not earn 
a long term customer. Tins is 
so because people don't be¬ 
come long-term customers by 
being coerced into buying a 
product. Using high-pressure 
sales techniques may result in 
one-off deals, but they do not 
create loyal customers. If you 
want loyal customers, you 
want to be kind, informing and 
not being coercive. 

C. Judging. I heard about 
the guy who said solar systems 
A good sale could easily be 
$50,000 Once he went to a 
business to introduce his pro¬ 
duct. To his surprise a man 
dressed in overalls with a 
speech problem came out to 
talk to him, but tins guy decided 


he would be wasting his time 
on tins guy, so he left abruptly 
The next day he learned that 
that guy in overalls had given 
Ins biggest competition a six- 
figure sale He swore he would 
never again judge a cus¬ 
tomer by their looks 

D, Believing that the 
customs is dumb. Many 
sales people make the mis¬ 
take that the customer is 
dumb, and they are smarter 
than the customer. The 
truth is, many customers, 
you may be surprised, 
know your business better 
than you If the sales per¬ 
son would just shut up 
long enough to listen, be 
humble, and learn, they would 
be a lot more successful. 

E. N ot b eing ready. Never 
underestimate your need to 
prep are Of course you need to 
know your product cold, but 
the more you know about to 
whom you are selling, the bet¬ 
ter equipped you will be to 
convey info, answer questions, 
and handle objections, and 
make that important salei 

F. Not qualifying a lead. 

Sales people often waste a lot. 
of precious time trying to sell 
to someone who really cannot 
afford their product—or does 
not need—what they are sell¬ 
ing You want to make sure the 
prospect lias the money, sin¬ 
cere desire, ability, and the au¬ 
thority to purchase.

H. Failure to understand 
that no really does mean no.

E Not asking for the sale. 

A good sales person will ask 
for the sale at a certain pDint in 
the sales pro cess.

J. Requesting a referral. 

After each successful sale an 
important practice is to ask the 
customer for a referral. When I 
started speaking professionally 
one o f die best advice I got was 
to have in my contract a dause 
that says something like, "After 
the event, if you enjoyed my 
presentation you agree to write 
me a letter of recommendation 
or refer me to another p otenhal 
client." Tliat simple clause has 
gotten me a lot of work and re¬ 
ferrals over the years I have 
learned that getting referrals is 
v eiy imp oil ant You n e ed t o m- 
corporate it into your sales 
training techniques.

Nissan to have self-driving 
car on market in 2020 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Mo¬ 
torists could go hands-free, 
leaving their cars' computer 
brains fully in charge, as early 
as 20 2Q, when Nissan says it 
plans to have a self-driving ve¬ 
hicle ready for the market. 

The J ap an es e auto maker 
said yesterday that its "revalu- 
tionaiy" self-drive technology 
could be ready by then, and 
that it is already building a 
synthetic cityscape of real 
roads and buildings for testing 
the vehicles. 

‘1 am committing to be 
ready to introduce a new 
ground-breaking technology, 
Autonomous Drive, by 2030, 
and we are on track to realize 
it," chief executive Carlos 
Ghasn said yesterday 

Nissan, which broke 
ground in 201D with the intro¬ 
duction of its Leaf fully elec¬ 
tric small car, said it is aiming 
tD build a self-driving car that 
can be sold at realistic prices" 

“The goal is avail ability 
across the model range within 


two vein cl e generations," the 
company said m a statement. 

Nissan said it is already 
testing how to extend its Safety 
Shield technology, which uses 
a 3 £50 degree system of ca¬ 
meras and sensors to help dri¬ 
vers park and avoid collisions. 

Autonomous Drive would 
enhance safety and accident 
avoidance, and allow drivers 
who spend hundreds of hours 
commuting every year to make

They are accused of crimes 
committed during the 2011 up¬ 
rising winch overthrew Kad¬ 
hafi 

Baghdadi al-Mahmudi, the 
last prime minister to serve 
under Kadhafi, and Mansur 
Daw who headed the People's 
Guard are also among the ac¬ 
cused. 

The International Criminal 
Court issued arrest warrants 
for Seif al-Islam and Senussi in 
3011, accusing them o f crimes 
against, humanity, and it has a 
UN Security Council mandate 
to investigate die Libyan con¬ 
flict. 

Tripoli and the ICC have 
been locked in a legal tug-of- 
war over where the two men 
should face trial for their roles 
m trying to put down the 
bloody revolt against tiie Kad¬ 
hafi regime

Yesterday's announcement 
of tiie pre-trial process comes 
after the ICC in May rejected 
Tripoli's request to try die late 
dictator's son in a Libyan court 
because of doubts over a fair 
trial.

BRASILIA (AFP) - Brazil’s 
for ei gii mini ster re si gne d over 
rising tensions with La Paz 
after Brazilian diplomats spir¬ 
ited away a Bolivian opposi¬ 
tion senator wanted for 
corruption 

"President Dilma R.ousseff 
has accepted minister (Anto¬ 
nia) PatriOta's resignation/ a 
government spokesman told 
AFP, adding that he would be 
replaced by Luis AlbertD 
Figueiredo, Brazil's ambassa¬ 
dor to the United Nations in 
New York. 

A Brazilian diplomat had re¬ 
vealed earlier in the day that he 
helped Bolivian opposition 


senator Roger Pinto escape to 
Brazil after he was holed up 
for 15 months in Brasilia's em¬ 
bassy in La Paz despite having 
been granted asylum 

The Bolivian government 
views Pinto as a fugitive from 
justice after he was accused of 
corruption, for which he was 
sentenced to a year m prison. 

In a letter released by his 
right-wing National Conver¬ 
gence party in La Paz on Mon¬ 
day the senator thanked all 
those who made lus escape 
possible and expressed grati¬ 
tude to Rousseff for granting 
him asylum in M ay 2012 


Chinese boy, 6, has eyes 
gouged out in gruesome 
attack 



BEIJING (AFP) - A six-year- 
old boy m China had his eyes 
gouged out, blinding him far 
life, reports said Tuesday in a 
grues ome attack th at m ay Ii ave 
been earned out by a ruthless 
organ trafficker 
Family members found the 
boy covered in blood some 
three to four hours after he 
went missing while playing 
outside, according to a televi¬ 
sion repo it pasted online 
The child's eyes were found 
nearby but the corneas were 
missing, reports said, implying 
that an organ trafficker was be¬ 
hind tire harrowing attack 
Its report showed the heav¬ 
ily-bandaged boy being taken 
from an operating theatre and 
placed m a hospital bed, 
wrislnug in agony as family 
members stood at Ins bedside 
weeping. 


The boy was drugged and 
“lost consciousness" before tire 
attacker removed Ins eyes, 
state broadcaster China Cen¬ 
tral Television (CCTV) said on 
its account on Sina Weibo, 
China's version of Twitter. 
Internet users were outraged 
by tire attack on tire boy -- who 
had a cleft p alate -- in Fenxr, in 
the northern province of 
Shanxi on Monday. 

About 30Q,000 patients in 
China need transplants each 
year, but only about 10,000 
people can get them due to a 
lack of donors, state media 
said. 

Child organs are usually more 
expensive on tire black market, 
an organ trafficker told Sma 
Internet news portal in 2G10, 
as "most people think the 
younger tire donor is, tire better 
the quality of organs". 




THE HAGUE (AFP) - Teenage ac¬ 
tivist Malal a Yousafzai, shot in the 
head by a Taliban militant last Oc¬ 
tober after campaigning for girls' 
right to education, has won the 
prestigious International Chil¬ 
dren's Peace Prize, KidsRights an¬ 
nounced Tuesday. The Pakistani 
16-year-old will receive the award 
from 2G11 Nobel Peace Prize win¬ 
ner and women's rights cam¬ 
paigner Tawakkol Karman at a 
glittering ceremony in The Hague 
on September 6, the Amsterdam- 
based organisation said. Malala 
"risked her life in the fight for access to education for girls alt over the world," Kid¬ 
sRights said in a statement. "By awarding the 2013 International Children's Peace 
Prize... KidsRights shines the spotlight on a brave and talented child who has demon¬ 
strated special dedication to children's rights/' it added. The International Children's 
Peace Prize, an initiative of the Dutch-based KidsRights Foundation, was launched in 
2005 by former Soviet leader Mikhail Gorbachev, when he chaired the Summit of Nobel 
Peace Laureates in Rome. It carries a cash value of 100,000 euros ($133,000) that is in¬ 
vested in projects relating to the winner's cause.

CARACAS (AFP) - Venezuela

Interior Minister Miguel Ro¬ 
driguez said at a briefing that 
Caracas arrested the alleged 
hitmen, two Colombians, on 
August 13. 

The pair, Victor Johan 
Guaehe Mosquera and Enck 
Leonardo Huertas Rios, were 
part of "a group of 10 men 
who were earning to cany out 
the murder of the president," 
working with former Colom¬ 
bian president Alvaro Uribe, 
Rodriguez charged. 

Madura himself called on 
US President Barack Obama 
to say if he ordered or knew of 
the alleged assassination plan. 
Maduro said that besides 
Colombia, it was hatched by 
far-right Venezuelan op pa si- 
ti on fi gure s in Miami M aduro 
is a frequent and fiery critic of 
Washington, as was his prede¬ 
cessor, the late Hugo Chavez. 

The pair detained were part 
of a support team for a "highly 
experienced hitman' identified 
by the alias David, whom they 
reported to directly and who

Tire 
virus can live m the air or on 
infected surfaces for up to two 
hours. Symptoms include 
fever, cough, runny nose and 
sore throat, plus a characteris¬ 
tic red rash that starts on the 
face or hairline and spreads to 
the rest of the body. It can take 
eight days to two weeks after 
exposure before ate infected 
person develops symptoms.

Facebook: more than 25,000 
government data requests 



SAN FRANCISCO (AFP) - 
Facebook said Tuesday it re¬ 
ceived more than 35,000 gov¬ 
ernment data requests in the 
first half of 2013, with the 
largest number from the 
United States. 

The company's first "trans¬ 
parency report" showed Face- 
book received between 11,000 
and 12,000 requests for data m 
the United States, affecting be¬ 
tween 20,000 and 31,000 
users. 

It also received more than 
14,300 requests from 70 other 
countries for various govern¬ 
ment investigations. 

Facebook said the report in¬ 
cludes "both criminal and na¬ 
tional security requests" but 
without a detailed breakdown. 


Hie report comes with US 
tech companies under pres¬ 
sure following revelations of a 
secret program winch scoops 
up vast amounts of data from 
Internet firms 

Tech films including Face- 
book have been seeking to re¬ 
lease more information on 
government data requests, in 
the belief that tins would reas¬ 
sure customers. 

Facebook's report fallows 
the release of siimlarinforma¬ 
tion from other tech firms in¬ 
cluding Google, Micro s o ft 
and Twitter. 

The Facebook repo it said at 
least some data was released 
in 79 percent of US data re¬ 
quests. 

"Transparency and trust are 
core values at Facebook," the 
company's general counsel 
Colm Stretch said 

The second largest number 
cams from India, where 3,245 
requests were made, affecting 
4,144 users, Facebook said. 
The company provided at 
least some datam 50 percent 
of those cases 

Facebook said that in the 


United States, it requires "a 
valid subpoena," court order or 
search warrant in order to turn 
over data. 

In other countries, Facebook 
said, "We disclose account 
records solely in accordance 
with our terms of service and 
applicable law." 

Facebook said the third- 
largest number of requests 
came in Britain (1,975) fol¬ 
lowed by Germany (l,8Sfi) a 
Italy (1,705) and France 
(1,547). 

Google, m its most recent 
transparency report covering 
the last six months of 2012, 
s bi d it rec erve d 21,3 3 9 gov em¬ 
inent requests. 

Kevin Bankston at the Cen¬ 
ter for Democracy and Tech¬ 
nology, a digital rights group, 
commended Facebook for its 
action, saying that "sunlight is 
the best disinfectant, and basic 
numbers about the scope of 
surveillance of Facebook users 
can serve as an important early 
warning system for detecting 
abuse or overuse of a govern¬ 
ment's authority to demand 
user data"

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Dutch coalition approves austerity 
despite recession 


THE HAGUE (AFP) - The 
Dutch coalition government 
said yesterday it had agreed an 
additional six-billion-euro ($8 
billion) budget cut next year in 
its battle to reduce its deficit 
despite a year long recession. 

"The coalition government 
has agreed on a savings pack¬ 
age worth six billion euros." 
H endn eneke B olhaar t ol d AFP. 

Euro group chief and Dutch 
Finance Minister Jeroen Dijs- 
selbloem said he was glad an 
agreement had been reached. 

"We have put together a 
savings package that in total 
will benefit the Netherlands/ 
Dutch news agency ANP 
quoted him as saying. 

But the Netherlands re¬ 
mains in recession, making 
any reduction in the deficit an 
even more of a difficult chal¬ 
lenge Earlier this month, the 
central bank said the Dutch 
economy shrank a further 0 3 
percent in the second quarter 
of this year. 

Hie contraction m the 
Dutch economy, die eurozone's 


fifth-biggest, was the fourth 
quarter in a row. 

The government, winch 
groups the Dutch Labour Party 
(PvdA) m a ruling coalition 
with the Liberals, had an¬ 
nounced a4.3billion austerity 
package m March. 

But faced with receding out¬ 
put just as recovery emerged 
elsewhere m the eurozone, the 
proposal was shelved m April 
with Prime Minister Mark 
Rutte's government hoping to 
stimulate growth while meet¬ 
ing its commitment to get die 
deficit below the EU*s 3 0 per¬ 
cent target ceiling. 

EU Economics Affairs 
Commissioner Glli Rehn in 
June said the Netherlands 
could reach a target of 2 .3 per¬ 
cent. in 3014, hut tliat would 
imply major budget aits 

Hie Dutch Central Planning

The planned cuts include a 


freeze on civil servant wages 
and budget cuts for various 
government departments, 
Dutch media reported.

Tel e gra af rep orte d on Tu es day 
these measures would lead to a 
1.0 percent loss in general pur¬ 
chasing power m 3014 by 
Dutch households. 

The budget agreement be¬ 
tween Rutte's Liberals and

The com Sc ore survey 
showed retail sales from con¬ 
sumers using smartphones or 
tablets in the first half rose 
more than 35 percent from the 
same period a year ago and 
now account for 9 5 percent of 
ail digital econimerce sales. 

“While mobile devices are 
already extremely influential in 
the overall buying process, 
they are also beginning to drive 
a meaningful percentage of 
digital commerce/ said com- 
Score chairman Gian Fulgom. 

''One out of ever/ ten con¬ 
sumer e-commerce dollars is 
now spent using either a smart¬ 
phone or a tablet and growth 
in tins segment of the market is 


outpacing that of traditional e- 
commerce by a factor of 3s, 
whi ch itsel f i s growing at rat es 
in tlie mid-teens," 

The rep oit showed "m-com¬ 
merce" revenues, which are 
highly seasonal, at $5.9 billion 
in the first quarter and $4.7 bil¬ 
lion m the second quarter.

$2Q billion. Smartphones ac¬ 
counted for some six percent of 
e-commerce sales m the first 
half a f 2013 and tablets for 3.5 
percent.

‘Many da Ip Inns have pre¬ 
sented with lesions on their 
skin, mouth, joints, or lungs," 
NOAA said m a statement. 

Nine times the average 
number of dolphins have 
washed up along the shares of 
the East Coast tins summer, in 
what NOAA described as an 
“unusual mortality event," or 
UME 

"The tentative cause of tire 
UME is being attributed to 
cetacean mo rbi 111 virus, based 
upon preliminary diagnostic 
testing and discussion with 
disease experts,." said NOAA

Viruses in the same family 
can cause measles in humans, 
canine distemper in dogs and 
wolves and rinderpest in cat¬ 
tle, NOAA said.

between animals, including 
mothers and calves," NOAA 
said. 

Other mass die-offs linked 
to morbilhvirus have afflicted 
bottlenose dolphins in the 
northeastern United States in 
193V-S9 and tire Gulf of Mex¬ 
ico in 1992 and 1994. 

A total of 4S3 bottlenose 
dolphins have been stranded 
so far tins year along the coast 
from New York to North Car¬ 
olina, compared to 167 last 
year, NOAA said.

Colombia is one of nine 
countries that share apiece of 
the Amazon. Its portion is 6.3 
p ere ent o f th e to t al The li on's 
share is Brazil's, at 64 percent. 

Colombian President Juan 
Manuel Santos said the enlarge¬ 
ment of the Chuihiquete nature 
reserve was aimed at preserving 
"life, sustainability and the 
well-being of the Colombian 
people and humanity." 

Colombia committed to the 
step last year at an interna¬ 
tional environmental summit 
Uribe said the enlargement 
of the reserve is key to pre¬ 
serving the Amazon 

“The p ark is located deep tn 
the heart of the Amazon, 
which is the world's lung, so 
we are sending a message 
about the importance of that 
regi on," Urib e told AFP
